W hen th e boys 
were not form ally assigned to his 
school, M illar said he was not cer- j 
lain of th e ex ten t of his authority 
over th e lads. 
Tile hearing w hich started shortly 
after IO o'clock in th e m orning did 
not conclude until afte r 4 o’clock 
M onday afternoon. 
Judge W. C.

L. G uy Sterner, board secretary, 
denied on the w itness stan d th a t 
M illar had ever asked perm ission or 
notified him of th e tra n sfe r of Reed 
and Ray P itte n tu rf to R ound Top 
school. 
C ourt adjourned a t 4:10 o’clock 
until August 7 at IO o’clock when 
Judge Sheely will hold a session of 
court in cham bers.

Farm 
kitchens 
are 
very 
busy 
places these hot days, 
A peep in 
almost any kitchen shows women 
making jellies, preserves, and Jams 
and canning fruits and vegetables, 
says Miss M ildred L. Adams, coun­ 
ty home economics extension rep­ 
resentative. 
Every th rifty horn flaker Is fired 
with the zeal to preserve surplus 
fruits and vegetables from her gar­ 
den for hor family to eat during the 
lean w inter m onths. 
Fairly fruits 
have already been 
preserved 
in 
many sections of Pennsylvania hut 
| there are still crabapples, apples, 
grapes, some blackberries and ever- 
bearing straw berries to put up. 
Very little trouble has been no­ 
ticed by th e women canning fruits 
and m aking jam s and preserves but 
a good jelly is rare and good Jelly 
m akers are few. 
The three things 
necessary' to a good Jelly, says Miss 
Adams, are sufficient pectin 
(the 
jelly m aking substance), good acid, 
and the correct am ount of sugar. 
Crabapples, 
apples, 
grapes 
and 
blackberries have both good pectin 
and enough acid to make good jel­ 
lies if the correct am ount of sugar 
is used. 
Too much sugar in pro­ 
portion to th e juice is perhaps the 
most common fault and will produce 
a runny, unattractive jelly. Usually 
\ cup of sugar to one cup of juice | 
is a safe proportion. 


Straw berries are a good source of 
acid but are low in pectin so, to 
m ake a good jelly, apple juice m ust 
be added to supply pectin. G rape Is j 
another fruit Juice high in pectin j 
which may be added. 
Home-made 
apple or orange pectin is convenient 
to use for fruits low in pectin, j 
Liquid or powdered pectin may be 
purchased and used also. 
W hen using fruits low in 
acid, | 
such as raspberries, add 1-3 cup of 
lemon juice, or the same am ount 
of juice from wild grapes, to each 
quart of fruit juice. 
Fruit juices 
should taste tart or as ta rt as one 
teaspoon of lemon juice mixed with 
three tablespoons of water. 
Miss Adams suggests a few sim ­ 
ple rules which when followed pro­ 
duce a good Jelly: 
Use 
underripe 
fruits 
because 
they contain more pectin 
than 
ripe fruits. 
Add just enough water to cover 
fruit and boil as quickly as pos­ 
sible, using a broad bottomed ket­ 
tle. 
Add correct amount of sugar to 


fruit Juice, and bring to the jelly 
stage rapidly. 
When the jelly stage Is reached, 
remove from the fie and pour It 
immediately into sterilized 
jelly 
glasses. 
Women who desire the sheets on 
Jelly Making compiled by the Penn­ 
sylvania State college can get them 
free from the County Agricultural 
Extension office by writing or call­ 
ing Miss Adams,

The principal support for holding 
Congress in session to vote on those 
proposals came from younger m em ­ 
bers of the S enate an d House. F irst 
term Senators will m eet w ith B ark ­ 
ley tonight to urge th a t Congress 
consider 
the 
full 
adm in istrativ e 
program . 
Republicans and som e of the con­ 
servative D em ocrats are leading the 
dem ands for prom pt adjournm ent. 
Some Senators w ere talking of a 
fall session to en a ct farm an d other 
legislation if C ongress could n o t be 
held now. 
House D em ocratic lead ­ 
ers oppose th is schem e. 
Tile adjournm ent sp irit was dis­ 
played M onday n ig h t w hen th e S en­ 
ate stayed in session p a st th e d in ­ 
ner hour to approve th e M cC arran 
bill to lim it freight tra in s to 70 cars. 
Except w hen it is n earin g a d jo u rn ­ 
m ent, the S enate usually balks a t 
such a late session.

As the bill w as presented to the 
Judiciary com m ittee today, however, 
all m ention of th e Suprem e court 
was avoided. 
T he m easure m erely 
would hasten

ernm ent interests w ere involved, and 
forbid injunctions 
ag ain st 
acts of 
Congress by a single d istric t judge.

G eneral Sam uel Storrow Sum ner, 
retired U nited S ta te s C avalry officer 
and native of C arlisle, died M onday 
at his hom e here. 
He was 95 years 


old. 
G eneral Sum ner, born a t Carlisle 
on February 6, 1842, gabled th e sam e 
rank his fa th e r a tta in e d in th e 
U nited S tates arm y. 
He w as th e 
son of M aj. G en. Edw in Vose and 
H an n ah W. S. F o rster Sum ner. 
He saw service in th e Civil war, 
being prom oted th ro u g h grades from 
th a t of second lie u te n an t to th a t of 
brigadier general for d u ratio n of the 
war. 
He was m ade a m ajor general 
on Septem ber, 1898, a n d a brigadier 
general on July 26, 1903. 
Before his retirem en t on F ebruary 
6, 1906. he saw service bi In d ian up­ 
risings a t Sum m it Springs, Colorado, 
in Cuba, and com m anded a cavalry 
brigade in a C hinese uprising in 
1901-1902 w hen h e served as m ili­ 
tary attac h e a t th e A m erican em ­ 
bassy, London, in 1899-90.
